The strik e ended Tu esday night 
with agreement on a now two-year 
contract for an estimated 8,000 
m embers of Local 18, Operating 
Engineers Union. 
Federal Mediator H. J. Monto- 
nev xaH no details of the settle­ 
ment will be annou nced u ntil the 
u mo.i membership votes on con­ 
tract r^t fira trn 
"^hat ma" 
not 
come u ntil the u nion’s 
statewide 
meeting here Ju ne 21. 
The Highway Department said 
the strik e tied u p 298 of its 375 
new constru ctk n nroV-ts. involv­ 
ing more than 372 million dollars. 
It also affected airport constru c­ 
tion and work on some ‘hou sing 
projects. 
The u nion sou ght a 35-cemt hou r­ 
ly pay increase over a tw'O-year 
period, with IO cents of the pack ­ 
age set aside for a health and 
welfare plan. 
The contractors association of 
fered a two-year pact with stag­ 
gered raises totaling 27li cents an 
hou r, plu s five cents for health 
and welfare pu rposes . 
Pre strik e scales 
ranged 
from 
$2 62'* to $3,60 an hou r, accord 
ing to the contractors, and $2.97 
to $3 62 
an hou r, according to 
the u nion. 
A major stu mbling block , how­ 
ever, was the u nion’s insistence 
on a "non-discriminatory” hiring 
hall. It was described by Frank 
Converse, Ix>cal 18 president, as 
a hall that wou ld place u nion and 
non-u nion engineers in jobs on 
a 
first-come, first-serve basis. 
Tile contractors opposed the hir 
big hall, 
saying “ it denies the 
right of the individu al u nion m em ­ 
ber to seek employment in the 
location or with the firm of his 
choice, since all (job) referrals 
are throu ghtthe u nion.”

Wayne Collier, the board m em ­

Tu esday, saying "I have always 
done my best for the city,” bu t 
aiming criticism at Mayor Fred 
T. Long. 
Collier, a former servlce-safety 
director, criticized the mayor for 
"not k eeping the board informed 
of growing resentment by the peo 
pie of Newark against operation 
of the Health Department.” 
After receiving Collier’s resigna­ 
tion, the board also voted to mak e 
official the verbal resignation of 
Ben Swan, the sanitarian. It is ef­ 
fective Ju ne 15. 
The controversy has been gain­ 
ing momentu m for some time. It 
was tou ched off some time ago 
when 
a 
Newark 
father 
whose 
dau ghter was bitten by a dog com­ 
plained that the Health Depart­ 
ment did not tak e prompt action to 
see that the m atter was investi­ 
gated properly. Other citizens al­ 
leged u nsanitary conditions exist 
in the city and maintained their 
complaints got no action. 
Mayor Long said today he Is 
"determined to get to the bottom” 
of the situ ation, 
and that 
he Is 
"sick and tired of complaints.” If 
necessary, he said, he will call on 
the State Health Department for 
assistance. 
Members of the board claim 
they had never been informed of 
all the complaints, Dr. Pau l Eel

WHAT DOCTORS SAY ABOUT: 


Note to readers: Thanks for all 
the nice letters. As many ques­ 
tions as possible will be answered 
in this column, but for obvious 
reasons replies must be brief. 


Q. " I i it unusual for m enstrua­ 
tion to be delayed m any m onths 
a fter a m iscarriage? W ill the. 
cycle return to norm al w ithout 
treatm en t? W hat dites f) & C 
m ean?"-—A M inn, reader. 
A. A considerable delay in re­ 
establishing the cycle after mis­ 
carriage or full-term delivery is 
not unusual. Special treatment is 
not often required. *T) and C” 
refers to dilatation and curettage 
(pronounced cure’i-tahzh’). This 
procedure consists of widening 
the cervical opening just enough 
to permit the scraping or cleans­ 
ing of the inner cavity of the 
organ. D and C is performed for 
various reasons and under vari­ 
ous circumstances. 


( t. M y skin breaks out every 
tim e I wear nylon stockings or 
o th er pieces o f clothing con­ 
taining nylon. Is there any way 
to itrercom e this oth er than by 
avoiding nylon clothing? 
A. No. So far as is known, there 
is no really effective way to de­ 
sensitize 
against 
nylon. 
Just 
avoid nylon clothing. 


Q. “ W ill you please tell m e 
what causes strep throat fol­ 
lowed 
by 
Bell's 
palsy?" —— 
Mrs. C. 
A. “Strep” is short for strepto­ 
coccus, a germ which causes in­ 
fections ii) various parts of tho 
body, the throat included. Bell’s 
palsy, in which the muscles of 
one side of the face are partially 
paralyzed due to involvement of 
the facial nerve, can follow in­ 
fections but the true cause of the 
condition is very often unknown. 
The paralysis of Bell’s palsy usu­ 
ally starts to clear up within one 
to several months. 


Q. "This m ay srmnd lik e rn 
silly question but it doesn't fe el 
funny. I am 21 and fo r several 
m onths I have had a tickle ira 
m y thnrnt that m akes m e cough. 
I also sneeze a lot. W hat d o 
you suggest?"— Miss T. 
A. The only suggestion is to se# 
a physician and let him find out 
what’s wrong. Constant throat 
tickle with cough might be du# 
to any number of things, from 
nose or throat irritation to an 
elongated uvula (the little finger­ 
like projection that bangs from 
the soft palate).
